Teenagers mobilise to defend their youth centres

MORE than 300 teenagers from across 
Haringey have banded together to form a 
campaign group to save their youth clubs 
from the latest wave of public service cuts. 

The architects of the Save Haringey’s Youth Ser¬ 
vices campaign - a group of like-minded teenagers 
- have already celebrated their petition’s 1,000th 
supporter but are eager for more to sign up. 



The group, including members of the Bruce 
Grove Youth Centre, The Muswell Hill Youth 
Club and the Wood Green Youth Centre, have 
already taken their fight to the civic centre. 
They have held discussions with Haringey 
Council leader Claire Kober and are due to meet 
chief executive Kevin Crompton for crisis talks 
at an event called Word On The Street at the 
Bernie Grant Arts Centre in High Road, Totten¬ 
ham, on Thursday. The cuts will be one of eight 
themes discussed on the night. 

The group was scrambled following the 
announcement of cuts to youth services after 
Haringey Council was ordered to find £60mil- 
lion savings in the next year alone as the nation 
struggles to claw its way out of financial crisis. 

Cordel Robinson, 19, helped launch the cam¬ 
paign after becoming a pivotal figure at the 
Bruce Grove Youth Centre in Tottenham, volun¬ 
teering to oversee projects in drama, art and 
music production. He told the Advertiser: 
“These youth centres help the people in the area 
so much, whether it’s finding out information, 
taking part in projects or just as somewhere for 
them to go and relax off the streets. Cutting the 
budget will make things so much harder for 
young people in the area. It will give them one 
less thing to rely on and make things worse.” 

Kyle Stewart, 25, a youth worker at the Wood 
Green Youth Centre in White Hart Lane, said los¬ 
ing the club would turf its hundreds of members 


on to the streets after school. He said: “I have 
been working here since I was 16. Even now if 
you take a look at the staff, many who were here 
a month ago are now gone. Things that were 
available, such as trips, are now not going to hap¬ 
pen and we didn’t even have enough money to 
enter our football team into the league this year. 

“We’re talking about hundreds of young peo¬ 
ple being left with nothing to do. This place 
helped me so much when I was growing up. It’s 
such a slap in the face because it feels like we 
are being told, ‘well you’ve done all this, but 
now we’re going to close the door on you.’” 

Councillor Lorna Reith, cabinet member for 
children and young people, said: “This petition 
demonstrates the strength of feeling among 
young people in Haringey, and their initiative is 
really commendable. 

“Final decisions about funding in the light of 
the government’s cuts have not yet been taken. 
However, the speed and depth of the cuts mean 
we are forced to look closely at every penny of 
expenditure, including youth provision. 

“I meet regularly with local young people and 
members of the Haringey Youth Council to give 
them the chance to discuss their concerns. We 
would also urge all interested young people to 
take part in the Shaping Our Future survey, 
which offers everyone in Haringey the chance to 
say how they think the cuts should be managed.”

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Homes close 
to proposed 
Spurs ground 
under threat

FAMILIES living near the proposed new 
Spurs stadium could be forced from their 
homes as Haringey Council chiefs des¬ 
perately seek a deal to keep the club in 
Tottenham. 

Homes near the new stadium could be 
the subject of compulsory purchase 
orders if a report due to be discussed 
by the council’s cabinet members last 
night is approved. 

It outlines plans to allow the club to buy 
land and property within the Northumber¬ 
land Development Project site if neces¬ 
sary. While Spurs already owns 85 per 
cent of the land surrounding the existing 
White Hart Lane stadium, a CPO would 
mean they could buy any other land 
deemed “essential” in allowing the multi- 
million-pound scheme to go ahead. 

They are only granted in cases 
where the “economic, social or environ¬ 
mental wellbeing” of an area is likely to 
be improved. 

The council has been working with 


Spurs on plans for the huge new scheme, 
which will include a 56,250-capacity sta¬ 
dium, 200 homes, a supermarket, hotel, 
conferencing facilities and hundreds of 
new jobs. The project received unani¬ 
mous backing from members of the coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee back in 
September with council bosses envisag¬ 
ing “massive regeneration benefits” for 
the deprived part of Tottenham. 

Speaking before the meeting took place 
last night, council leader, Claire Kober 
said: “We recognise the importance of 
keeping Spurs’ rich heritage, history and 
future here in Haringey where it belongs, 
and the council is working hard to support 
Spurs with their proposals for the new sta¬ 
dium in Tottenham. 

“We know that this multi-million-pound 
scheme will have far-reaching benefits, 
not just for everyone who lives and works 
in this very deprived part of Tottenham, 
but also for London as a whole. A CPO 
would allow the plans to progress.” 

Compulsory purchase orders will only 
be considered as a “last resort” when all 


negotiations have failed. They involve 
residents who have not given consent for 
their homes to be sold being forced to 
remove and receiving the market value of 
their home as well as compensation. 

Owners or occupies can challenge deci¬ 
sions in which case both sides would be 
heard by an independent inspector. 

Meanwhile, Tottenham MP David 
Lammy has called upon London mayor 
Boris Johnson to give the scheme the green 
light after plans went to him for approval 
last week. Mr Lammy said: “I want Boris 
Johnson and Daniel Levy [Tottenham’s 
chairman] to accept their responsibility to 
generations of Spurs fans and to the 
boarded-up shops and homes of Northum¬ 
berland Park. And I want them to accept 
that Tottenham Hotspur is so-called for a 
reason - because it belongs in Tottenham. 

“From Barnet to Waltham Forest, 
Enfield to Haringey, we look east and see 
the Olympic revival in Newham; we look 
west and see the revival at Wembley. We 
need Spurs to remain committed to north 
London and to their fans.” 


Children’s 
play areas 
escape cuts 

EIGHT schemes to build play 
areas in Haringey are to go 
ahead, despite the government 
imposing cuts of more than 
£200,000. 

Projects at Down Lane Park, 
Sandlings Estate, Wood Green 
Common, Thetford Close, the 
Markfield Project, Ducketts 
Common, Carlton Lodge and 
Stationers Park will go ahead. 

Three other schemes: 
Partridge Way Estate, Bailey 
Close and Stamford Close, 
have been put on hold. 

The government was going to 
provide £603,000 for the 11 
schemes, but the pot has now 
been slashed to £376,924. 
Haringey Council is to 
contribute £275,000, with 
outside organisations 
providing another £136,000. 

Councillor Dilek Dogus, 
cabinet member for adults and 
community services, said: 
“Despite government cuts, 
we’ve done our best to keep as 
many schemes as possible. The 
new play areas will be great 
for local families. 

“We hope that the three 
schemes which have been put 
on hold will go ahead at some 
point in the next four years, 
but we will have to keep the 
situation under review.”

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Cemeteries up for sell-off in 
council’s ‘secret’ proposals

A CONTROVERSIAL proposal to 
privatise the management of 
Haringey’s cemeteries and a cremato¬ 
rium in order to save cash was due to 
be discussed at a meeting last night. 

Haringey Council has been accused 
of “pushing through” proposals to 
lease cemeteries in Wolves Lane, 
Wood Green, and in White Hart Lane 
in Tottenham as well as its stake in 
Enfield Crematorium, in Great 
Cambridge Road, without consulting 
families who will be affected. 

The plan was first mooted in the 
summer but deferred after concerns 
were raised about the speed and 
“secrecy” with which it came about. 

Joseph Nicholas, of the Tottenham 
Civic Society, penned a letter of 
objection to council leader Claire 
Kober and cabinet member for adult 
and community services councillor 
Dilek Dogus. 

He wrote: “It would appear from the 
available papers that the proposal is 
being pushed through without consul¬ 
tation with the inhabitants of 
Tottenham, without giving them the 
opportunity to scrutinise and chal¬ 
lenge the appraisals and calculations 
on which the proposal is based, and 
without publishing the options docu¬ 
ments and consultants’ reports. 

“The council first tried to dispose of 
Tottenham Cemetery in July but was 
forced to suspend such action follow¬ 
ing adverse publicity in the local 


press. It would appear that the same 
secrecy which attended that earlier 
proposal attends this second equally 
controversial attempt at disposal of a 
sensitive public service.” 

In June, the Advertiser revealed all 
three of the cemeteries had reached 
capacity, meaning grieving relatives 


hoping to lay their loved ones to rest in 
Haringey will need to look elsewhere. 

A council spokesman said: “We are 
not proposing to change any of the 
sites, nor how they operate. Our aim is 
to ensure that the current service is at 
least maintained. A full and detailed 
set of reports are publicly available on 


the council’s website. There is nothing 
secret about our approach to this spe¬ 
cific decision. It is normal practice for 
commercial issues to be considered in 
the exempt part of council meetings. 
This is particularly important when 
negotiating commercial deals.”

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Barking dogs’ 
owners fined 

A COUPLE from Muswell Hill 
whose barking dogs disturbed 
neighbours have been forced to 
pay a record £1,100 in fines after 
a court hearing last week. 

Dozgun and Gonel Tel, of 
Beattock Rise, were found guilty of 
breaching a noise abatement notice 
on August 31. Residents had 
complained to Haringey Council’s 
enforcement response noise team 
about the barking. 

Councillor Nilgun Canver, 
cabinet member for 
neighbourhoods, said: “I hope this 
case alerts people to the need to be 
considerate to their neighbours, 
especially if their dog is prone 
to barking. It is up to pet owners 
to act responsibly and to tend 
to their barking dog and take it 
inside if necessary.” 


Smuggled loot 
seized in raid 

AROUND 12,000 cigarettes, two 
cars and more than £20,000 in cash 
have been seized from a house and 
a business premises in Haringey. 

Three and a half kilos of hand¬ 
rolling tobacco were also found by 
HM Revenue & Customs officers 
who discovered that both addresses 
were being used to sell cigarettes 
and tobacco which had been 
smuggled into the UK. 

The revenue loss in unpaid duty 
on the cigarettes and hand-rolling 
tobacco seized is estimated at about 
£ 6 , 000 . 

Three people have been arrested 
and released on bail until January 
2011. Investigations are ongoing.

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Turning all our 
household waste 
into ‘green gold* 


WHERE there’s muck there’s brass. Never has 
the saying been more true than when looking 
out across the vast expanse of Edmonton’s 
field of “green gold”. 

It is to this vast warehouse, in Ardra Road, 
off Meridian Way, that all of Haringey’s recy¬ 
cling is sent when it leaves residents’ 
doorsteps. And it is here - after being sorted 
with the help of a flOmillion machine and the 
keen eyes and nimble fingers of workers - 
that it is turned from household waste into a 
commodity that can be sold on and recycled. 

The scale of the facility, which first started 
work in May, is huge. Piled high at the 
entrance are thousands of tons of loose co¬ 
mingled recycling, waiting to be fed into the 
beating heart of the operation - the Materials 
Recovery Facility. 

The MRF, or “murf ” as it known by work¬ 
ers, eventually spits out the separated materi¬ 
als, which are then bailed up and pushed to 
the sides of the building. This end-product, or 
“green gold”, is now ready to be sold on to the 
highest bidder. 

The magical transformation in this waste, 
from something which most people would 
happily send to landfill ten years ago, to a 
product which has true value - both monetar¬ 
ily and environmentally - is astonishing. 

Every day it churns through 400 tons and 
according to Steve Oulds, divisional commer¬ 
cial manager at the site, the company has 
room to expand as recycling rates rocket. 

Recycling can be dealt with in two different 
ways - it is either separated at source, where 
dustmen sort through the waste, or it is picked 
up all mixed together and sent to a MRF. 

“I prefer co-mingled collections to source 
segregated, but obviously I’m biased,” said 
Steve. “It is quicker, less polluting to the 
environment as there’s no truck pulling up 
with the engine idling. It’s also one vehicle 
and is more cost effective and participation 
also goes up.” 

But co-mingled recycling, although easier 
for residents and dustmen, does require as 
complex a piece of kit as the MRF. 

After the recycling is dumped on the floor

by the truck it is first checked for quality to 
make sure non-recyclables such as food do 
not get through. If non-recyclables are found 
it is the council’s responsibility to collect them 
at its own cost. 

Steve said sometimes more unusual items 
are sent to them to recycle. “We’ve had things 
such as sex toys but one of the problems is 
that we also get sharps [medical refuse 
such as needles],” he said. 

“In another MRF I have seen an ornamental 
sword and even a lawnmower. 

“One of the infuriating problems of cross 
contamination are things such as plastic bot¬ 
tles being stuffed inside cereal boxes, as both 
are good for recycling but our machine can’t 
separate them.” 

After the visual check, the waste is scooped 
up and fed into the machine where it travels 
along conveyor belts. The material is sifted 
out using special screens on the basis of items 
being divided up into “flat or round things”. 

The first material to be sorted is card as it is 
flat and thicker than paper. The waste then 
travels on and newspaper is taken out using a 
different sized screen. 

Steel cans are collected next with the help 
of a magnet and then an eddy separator takes 
care of the aluminium ones. 

Glass is then taken out after going across a 
screen, which breaks it up to allow it to drop 
through a grate. Lastly it’s plastic, which has 
to be separated according to six different 
grades and bailed up separately. 

“This is all sold on to the highest bidder,” 
said Steve. “It could go to different mills 
within the UK but a lot of it goes to China. 

“The irony is that although it may seem a 
long way, there are so many container ships 
coming to England from China and unloading 
their cargo that they need something to take 
back. So we sell in a global market.”

No seventh heaven 



Harry Potter And The Death 
Hallows Part One (12A)

THE latest instalment of the Harry 
Potter series is much darker than 
when we first met the young wiz¬ 
ards entering Hogwarts with their 
shiny new wands. 

“He who must not be named” is 
omnipresent, no longer a spirit 
which leeches on to other human 
beings, now he has has gathered an 
army and is looking for a way to 
destroy “the boy who lived”. 

Tensions are high from the start in 
what proves to an action-packed 
two and half hours. After a little help 
from their allies in the Order Of The 
Phoenix, Hermione Granger, Ron 
Weasley and Harry Potter are left to 
fend for themselves. 

This penultimate film sees the trio 
of magicians flittering around 
searching for and destroying the 
Horcruxes, the secret to Volde- 
mort’s immortality - which has an 
effect on its owner remarkably sim¬ 
ilar to Frodo’s rings. Meanwhile the 
young wizards discover a power 
source for the Dark Lord through the 
legend of the Deathly Hallows. 

Thankfully we move away from 
the comfortable Hogwarts and ear¬ 
lier formulaic movies centred 
around the school year. The por¬ 


trayal of Voldemort’s army of Death 
Eaters and foot soldiers hunting 
Potter, while eliminating muggles 
and mudbloods (half human/half 
magician) has a striking resem¬ 
blance to World War M’s ethnic 
cleansing and propaganda. 

There are some tear-jerkers, such 
as Harry’s visit to his parents’ grave, 
but the romantic scenes ruin the 
magical edge. Thank goodness 
Harry’s kiss with Ron’s sister Ginny 
was interrupted by one of the 
humourous twins walking in with a 
toothbrush in his ear! And the love 
triangle between Hermione, Ron 
and Harry only adds to the film’s 


unnecessary length. 

Hermione takes centre-stage, 
preparing for the trio’s trek with her 
enchanted handbag stocking every¬ 
thing from a huge tent to healing 
potions - very Mary Poppins - and 
she is Harry’s bodyguard despite 
being a mud blood, a target herself. 

If you’re a die-hard fan, you will 
not want to miss this, but if you are 
a bit more casual about these 
young magicians, you may come 
away feeling this was an over-indul¬ 
gence. Perhaps we could have had 
a Titanic-length finale, rather than a 
mediocre two-part conclusion.

CROUCH EYES 
DERBY GLORY

TOTTENHAM striker Peter Crouch is con¬ 
fident he can fire Spurs to derby victory on 
Saturday as Harry Redknapp’s men gear up 
to face bitter rivals Arsenal. 

Crouch scored Tottenham’s third in a 
comprehensive 4-2 win over Blackburn 
Rovers at White Hart Lane last weekend, 
with two goals from Gareth Bale and 
another from Roman Pavlyuchenko help¬ 
ing Spurs on their way to a first league win 
in five matches. 

Crouch pounced on a defensive mistake 
from Rovers’ Gael Givet for his first 
league goal this term, although he has 
chalked up five goals in Europe so far. 

“I have scored six goals this season and 
I have been part of another five maybe,” 
he said. 

“Everyone loves scoring, and I am no 
different. When you are a striker you get 
judged on that. 

“I have been scoring in the Champions 
League and my last goal was against Inter 
Milan - which was only a few games ago. 


“So, yes, I feel confident that I will score 
goals and it was pleasing to get one against 
Blackburn. 

“I have been pleased with my perfor¬ 
mances and the manager would not play 
me if he did not think I was having an 
impact.” 

Up next for Harry Redknapp’s side is the 
north London derby at the Emirates 
Stadium, and Crouch is eager to avenge the 
4-1 defeat at the hands of the Gunners in 
the Carling Cup earlier in the season. 

“We are looking forward to the game at 
Arsenal,” he said. “We are not there yet, but 
we are certainly a lot closer to them than 
we have been for a long time. 

“They are a top-quality side with a lot of 
young players. We changed our side around 
in the Carling Cup when Arsenal won 4-1 
but they were fantastic. 

“We know that they are a great side but I 
believe that on our day we can beat anyone. 

“If you really want to have a proper 
impact on the league you have to go to 
places like Arsenal and pick up points. We 
have a lot of talent to do that.”
